IJut he bad a strong attachment to 
ids people, and for their sakes ho was will- 
ing to give up all this advantage of posi- 
tion. l'\ir their sakes he was willing to 
cease being culled the son of Pharaoh's 
daughter, and to suflci- afiliction with tho 
peoplo ol' God. This was truly a grand 
spirit, and one of which tho world sees nono 
too much. It was as though a man in our 
times WCTC willing to give up n fortune of 
live millions of dollars, and to become a 
poor man, and go down from a brown-stone 
front lo a rear basement in a forlorn tene- 
ment house, for tho sake of those whom ho 
wanted to help. This wa9 as great nri his 
spirit of self-sacrifice. All through his ex- 
perience with tho people ho was called upon 
to exercise this spirit. Even before they 
had loft tho land of Egypt they murmured 
Bgainst him and found 
fault. 
Had' ho 


then acted as many of us would hr.vo done, 
ho would have aatd to thorn: ''If this is tho 
way you take ray ofCorts in your behalf, I will 
loavo you to your fate, and return to my 
coinfortablo quarters at tlio court." But ho 
bore their grumbling first and last with 
oven spirit, and did tho "best ho could with 
them, uhvuys looking out for their advant- 
age. In later days God once offered to 
abandon tho people, and establish a, iionso 
for "Moses himself; but though tho people 
had provoked Moses sorely, he rejected tho 
offer, and p'.cadcd for tho peoplo so that 
God heard his prayer und was gracious to 
them. . 


However alluring the luxuries of the 


Egyptian court were, ho looked beyond 
thorn r.nd saw God. However tho people 
may havo tempted him to give up the bat- 
tie," ho looked far over tho things of tlio 
present, time, and saw that which laid bo- 
vond. It was this second sight that gnve 
him his courage, and enabled him to bo 
moro than conqueror ovor tho things of time 
and sense. Howavcr great Iho difficulties 
in Iho, way, whelhcr 1'ed Seas, deserts, 
famines, enemies, murmuring pcop'.c, they 
were all nothing to Moses, because his gnxo 
was not fastened on them, but upon some- 
thing far greater- Nothing but faith could 
havo enabled him to do this, but faith hud 
just this power. For of all things in this 
world/in'"i is by far tho most ]»worful. Lot 
tlio world laugh nt faith as it will, wo are 
proud of it, Jind nfllrm that nothing can 
iuatch it for deeds accomplished and victo- 
ries won. In a*! tho world thcro has nevcr 
been a man who has had such an influenco 
on the human IMCO as Moses has had, aud 
tho underlying secret of. his powor was not 
his wisdom, or his riches, or his any thing, 
lititonly his faith in God's word and promise, 


Und Moses any faults'! Yes, certainly; 


for no man over livid (with one exception) 
who was sinless. A u d i t was just for this 
sin of his thai he was not porrcittcd to see 
the land within its borders. But notice that 
this sin was just a lack of. that faith of 
which we have boeu speaking. Tins marred
